I. tocwt Activities 

A, Language training Requirements 

It have received most of the language training requirements for 
W 1974. To date we have requiresaents lor about 130 rull-tiiae stu- 
dents, 200 part-time students, and 45 requirements for external train- 
ing. There are a ausber of requirements for full-time Arabic, aost 
of which will be accoamodated at the Foreign Service Institute in 
accordance with m agreement we have with HE Division and FS1. Part- 
time students will study at the Language School and as a consequence, 
we will have to hire one or store Arabic instructors. There is a 
surprising increase in full-tine Chinese requirements, mainly from 
OSH. And, we have the usual heavy requirements tor Preach and 
gutnish. 

This seems to be one of the more thoughtful sets of language re- 
in the past few rears. It remains to be seen how well the 
input of students matches the requirements. The department chiefs of 
tm Language School will visit each of the customer-co^onents to 
validate the requirements and develop time frames for courses.
